BLUE SKY LAW 
RAISES DEBATE 
IN LOWER HOUSE 


Washington, D. C., March 19.—[Spe- 
cial.]—Consideration of the Denison 
blue sky bill was commenced today in 
the house. Considerable opposition de- 
veloped and adjournment was taken 
without final action on the bill. It is 
probable that there will be no further 
opportunity to take up the measure 
for another week. 

The bill, which is supported by the 
blue sky corfimissioners of the various 
states, is designed to supplement state 
laws. It ptohibits the shipment of 
fraudulent securities into states where 
the sale of such securities is flegal, 
and prohibits the use of mails or the 
telegraph or telephone in connection 
with offers to sell such securities. 

Representative Denison [Rep., I11.], 
in advocating the bill, said that forty- 
four states now have fraudulent securi- 
ties laws. 

“All the st except Colorado, Con- 
necticut, Dela e, and Nevada now 
have such laws,” he declared.

FRIGHTENED SPANISH 
DICTATORSHIP. 


Vincent Sheean of THE TRIBUNE’s European 
staff was arrested in Madrid by order of Dictator 
Primo de Rivera and put in a military prison. 
Later, on account of ill health, he was released 
under guard. The offense charged against him 
was sending out news refiecting on the Spanish 
military situation. 

The censor had intercepted nearly all Mr. 
Sheean’s dispatches and they were not received 
for publication. It is not said that the reports 
were untrue, but merely that the truth if pub- 
lished might have injurious effect on Spanish ex- 
change.

The corruption upon which 
Spanish military operations are based makes 
failure the lightest consequence of action and dis- 
aster a constant. probability. 

The Spanish troops in Melilla are without morale, 


Raisuli and Abdel Krim they are threatened with 
extinction. Even now a military disaster may be 
in the suppressed news. The people of Spain are 
disgusted with Spanish African affairs. The dic- 
tatorship has produced an internal tyranny but 
no military competence, and the barbarians are al- 
together too much for the dejected conscripts} 
whose generals are profiteers and whom Spain 
does not even feed. 

Spain is another European country whose dic- 
tatorship is trying to avert ruin by suppression 
of news rather than by correction of evils. 


NO SENTIMENT FOR 
BERGDOLL. 


Dispatches from New York announce ‘that 
Grover Cleveland Bergdoll, wealthy slacker ex- 
traordinary, has agreed, at the suggestion of the 
American Legion, to réturn voluntarily from Ger. 
many to the United States, serve his prison term 
as a convicted draft dodger, and be allowed to 
resume life in this country as he desires. 
Subsequent dispatches from Eberbach, Germany, 
whence Bergdoll has been defying the United 
States govermment and sneering at America for 
severa] years, cast some doubt on the campletion 
of any such arrangement, and cortinue to reveal 
the fugitive in his true character. They assert 
that he has made no agreement to return, but 
is willing to negotiate. —

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The case Dr. F. refers to is the most 
extraordinary and interesting in dental 
history. It is possible that similar cases 
existed in the past, but only the X-ray 
has enabled us to see what there may 
be hidden within the jawbones. I have 
examined the X-ray pictures of this case, 
taken by a most eminent dentist. The 
patient is 62 years old. He clairhs to 
have had @ first and second set. He is 
wearing artificial teeth, although through 
the gums parts of the teeth hidden in 
the jawbone are protruding, 

The X-ray shows in this man’s ja®@- 
bones no less than fifty-two teeth, some 
of them fully, some partially, developed. 
More amasing still, Dr. W. took X-rays 
of the jaws of this man’s son and the 
number of teeth exceeds fifty-two. In 
fact, the bones are so full of teeth that 
some are hidden and they cannot all be 
counted. If the patient's teeth erupted, 
say thirty-two of them, it might be 
considered a case of third dentition. If 
he lost them and the other twenty erupt- 
ed, it might be looked upon as a case of 
fourth dentition. But the teeth are not 
coming into the mouth ; hence it is not a 
case of teething or dentition; he has no 
use of them for mastication. 
Consequently, in no sense is this a case 
of third dentition, remarkable though 
it is,

Sir Henry Worth Thornton, 
president of the Canadian Na- 
tional Railways—owned by the

1. It must meet financial obligations. 


2. It must furnish adequate transpor- 
tation at reasonable rates to the public. 


3. It must pay to its employes that 
wage which, under reasonable con- 
ditions, wilf permit them to live in 
decency and comfort under sanitary

With the second and third prin- 
ciples the American railroads to- 
day comply. They were never 
so efficiently managed.

They 
are under the closest possible 
regulation. Their freedom of ac- 
tion is curtailed by 49 commis- 
sions and legislatures.

The New Pork Cinies. 


New York, March 19.—[Special.}— 
After an hour or two in which prices 
yielded irregularly, today’s stock mar- 
ket took on renewed strength in the 
afternoon and closed at substantia 
net advances. This recovery had no 
relation to the outside news. It was 
merely another turn in the bout be- 
tween professional traders, each group 
of whom seems to find the public un- 
responsive. 

What probably did influence Wall 
street sentiment was the distinct weaken- 
ing of money rates. Call money went to 
3 per cent, the lowest since midsummer 
of 1922, and the time money market, 
which has long been holding at 4% per 
cent, went to 4 for short maturities, the 
lowest March quotation since 1917. 

This is a perfectly natural movement 
at a time when increasing bank reserves 
coincide with the reduced demand for 
credit, which would logically accompany 
the absence of large mercantile buying 
with a view to future requirements. But 
it is not a customary phenomenon in 
March, and the scope of the present 
downward movement makes one wonder 
what will be the money market situation 
four or five months hence. 

The day’s recovery on the stock ex- 
change did not affect all the market; but 
it ran to 1 and 2 points in a considerable 
number of industrial shares, with some 
even larger net advances. Interest was 
taken again in the continued fall of 
wheat, which today touched the lowest 
price in a March market since 1914 

In Europe the franc continued its ad- 
vanee, reacting at Paris a figure equiva- 
lent to 5.09% cents. On the New York 
market, however, it held all day some- 
what below Tuesday’s highest price: The 
day’s movement indicated that the Paris 
banking authorities were inclined to keep 
the price for the present around 5 cents.
